The next time you are preparing for an afternoon qrp hike or a 
week-long backpacking adventure, there is one accessory you might like to 
consider taking along: a pocket "personal digital organizer". I have a 
Casio SF-M10, which serves as a valuable "qrp laptop" whenever I am lucky 
enough to combine qrp and adventure. At 1"x4"x7" and 235 grams, it has 
a small "footprint" in my backpack, and serves many useful purposes. 

I paid approx. $140 US for my organizer - about a year ago. They 
no longer make this model, and I suspect used units will start showing up 
at very attractive prices, as people move on to more sophisticated PSION 
and Zaurus organizers. What can these units do for you after you erect 


the SLV or throw the random wire into a tall pine? 

Well, one of the nice features of the SF-M10 is the spreadsheet 
function, complete with "macro" capability - This allows you to develop 
simple logging programs, suitable for qrp afield type contests or general 
logging. After entering the call and report, pressing the appropriate 
macro button causes the cursor to move over one cell, log the current time 

in 24 hr UTC format, and move down to the next row, ready for entry of the next 
station worked. Another macro promts you to enter the callsign, and 
performs a "dupe" search. The dupe search and time logging macros take 
several seconds each, but it is quite fast enough for most qrp 
contesting (certainly faster and more accurate than searching through 
a small notepad you might normally use for field logging while 
backpacking!) By saving your blank logging spreadsheet as a "template" 
you can set up a new spreadsheet for each band and mode in the contest. 
After returning home, you upload your log to your pe and import to your 
favourite spreadsheet program or contest log sheets. 

Logging is only one of the services performed by my SF-M10 on a 
canoeing or backpacking dx-pedition. It also does the following: 

- stores information on favourite frequencies, qrp calling frequencies, 
nets, skeds, tuner settings, equipment specs and serial no's, "float 
plan", emergency contacts, reservation info, credit card info (in pass- 
word protected files), trail recipes, radio and camping equipment check- 
lists. Much of this is easily "cut-and-pasted" from files on my pc. 

- serves as a world time zone clock, giving access to time in 32 time 
zones, and the ability to add cities (like Delaware, Ontario!) to the 220 
cities in the preset list. 

- lets me keep a "journal" of the trip 

- serves as an alarm clock, so I can get on the water early, or to remind 
me of a net or sked. 


The 85K capacity is plenty, and the interface permits easy 
exchange of information with my pc. (With many "digital diaries' the 
interface hardware and software can cost as much as the organizer 
itself, but there are lots of sites on the internet where you will find 
the circuit diagram - another weekend home-brew project! 


Well I won't ramble on any more. If anyone would like to discuss 
the use of these units for logging, etc. please drop me a line!

The thread someone started on end-fed wire antennas gives me an excuse to 
talk about the "Beverage" I put up a couple of weeks ago. My original 
intention was to use it for receiving on 160, 80 and maybe 40. 


The antenna consists of about 470 feet of #18 wire about 8.5 feet above the 
ground. It runs from the back of my house up a slight incline to the E-SE. 
The far end of the antenna is about 60-70 feet higher than the feed-point 
(but still about 8.5 ft. above local ground -- which is poorly conducting). 
The far end slopes to ground level over a distance of about 20 feet; it is 
not terminated or grounded. Feed point impedance, as determined by SWR 
measurements with 1W input -- appears to be in the range 200 - 300 Ohms from 
80M on up, and around 2000 Ohms on 160M (OK, so it's a little short for a 
Beverage on 160). I wound a matching transformer on a ferrite core, feed it 
with about 20 ft. of RG-174U. The SWR at the end of the coax is less than 
2:1 on 80M and above and something like 6:1 on 160M. 


Compared to my GAP Voyager vertical, the noise level on the Beverage is 
lower on 160 and 80 as one would expect. Signals are also lower -- also as 
one would expect. I haven't heard any DX on 160 for comparison. The only 
"DX" I've heard on 80 was a weak J3 the other night. He was slightly easier 
to copy on the Beverage than the vertical. 


On 40M, the noise levels on the two antennas are about the same. Signals to 
the SE of me are typically stronger on the Beverage by 1 to 2 S-units. Two 
stations in Argentina were slightly stronger on the Beverage. However, 
stations due East and West and SW are much weaker on the Beverage (it makes 
a great "CA filter" :-). JA's were slightly stronger on the Beverage a 
couple of mornings ago, but this morning with 3-in. of wet snow on the 
ground they were stronger on the GAP. 


Late yesterday afternoon I decided to play around with it on 20M. Surprise! 
Many signals -- mainly to the E and SE -- were 2 - 3 S-units STRONGER on the 
Beverage! Not just distance sigs, but WO's, W8', etc. Other sigs were way 
down -- mostly to the South as near I as I could tell. It appears that the 
antenna is acting more like a "long wire" than a Beverage on 40M and above 
-- less and less like a Beverage as frequency increases. I heard a JA 
calling CQ; he was about S2 to S4 on the GAP, and S4 - S6 on the "long 
wire". I gave him a call on the "long wire" running 5W from my TenTec 509. 
He came back to me and gave me a 549 -- I gave him a 559. He was running 
500W to a tri-band Quad. Hehehehehehe.... 


I listened on 20 early this morning (about sun rise) to see if it was 
possibly open to Europe, but all I heard were a few W4's -- all louder on 


the "long wire". 


So... I'm not sure if my "Beverage" improves my "ears" on 160 or 80, but it 
sure might make a good transmitting antenna on 20 and above! Wonder if I can 
get it up about 20 feet higher...

Well, here's the review... 


It works very well. It's about 1/2 the volume of the MFI unit (931) and 
doews the same function. The manual does not hold your hand as much as 
the manual for the 1208 transverter does, although it's still pretty good. 


You have to wind the main, 47-position inductor (toroidal) by hand with 
Silver wire. This is a bit challenging but not overly hard. The meter 
went into the case a little loosely; some two-sided tape would work well, 
althogh i chose to use a self-sticking rubber foot between the meter and 
the sub-chassis behind it in order to keep pressure on it. 


The circuit board requires winding of one toroid, which is an easy task. 
There are roughly 11 (?) components on the circuit board, and it's well 
made and marked (as usual). 


The case is the standard Ten-Tec clamshell unit, painted black. It is 
very sturdy. 


The only problems encountered: 


1) The rotating mechanism in the inductor bound up. This completely 
surprised the the TT sales rep I spoke to, as it's the same unit used in 
the 291 tuner. A squirt of Teflon-liquid wrench freed it up. I was 
promised a new inductor if this problem were to recur. 


2) The clamshell case, on 3rd opening, had two of the four screw holes 
strip. They're held in place by self-tappers, and the holes eventually 
strip (arrrggghhhhh!). I'm looking at bigger screws or ANYTHING 
else...I've been given a new case by TT for my trouble...apparently, it 
a common problem but they're working on it... 


s 
All in all, GREAT kit. For $49, compared to the $75 MFJ, it's relatively 
easy to build, and it works.

I thought I'd put this out on qrp-l first. I have a Collins S-Line pair 
(75S-1 and 32S-1) for sale. The deal is transmitter, receiver, manuals & 
change orders, matching power supply/speaker, matching microphone, crystal 
pack and a homebrew transverter the previous owner said was for 160M (I 
never tried it)-- $500 takes it. Pick up in Acton MA only or I can deliver 
in the greater Acton area up through southern NH. I'm not comfortable trying 
to ship this. 


I don't know how Collins collectors rate their equipment, but this is in 
what I would consider Very Good shape, tending toward Excellent given it's 
age. No scratches, a scuff or two. The radios look gorgeous, but the power 
supply looks -- well -- old/dirty -- it's not as pretty as the radios, but 
it's not banged up or anything. 


I justify it on QRP-L because if you pull the little cable loop that 
disables the final in the transmitter, you have a nice 1-Watt transmitter. 
It has the matching power supply/speaker. The receiver has two mods on it, 
one is a thing kind of like a notch filter that was very commonly installed 
on Collins receivers. It's a good looking installation not a hack job at 
all. The second mod put a crystal socket and switch on the front panel and 
allows the receiver to be general coverage with the right crystal. Again, 
very nicely done. It comes with a big, gray vinyl "thing" which has a ton of 
crystals for the reciever, all nicely laid out in little pockets with the 
actual frequency and the tuning range they provide. I was told it was a Navy 
crystal pack -- it certainly looks like it. The receiver and transmitter can 
be hooked up as a transciever with cables provided. 


I need to sell it so I can refund some household money that "accidentally" 
became radio equipment over the summer. ;-) Although I love the quietness of 
the receiver, I never got comfortable with the tube transmitter where you 
have to dip the whosie and peak the whatsit and shiver the timber and so on. 
I'm a solid-state kinda guy, and I'm not ashamed of it. If I had a nickle 
for every power supply fuse I blew while trying to get the beast tuned I 
wouldn't have to sell it.... (It's an operator problem -- I've had tube 
folks tune it up and use it.)

In one of their older books, ARRL featured a helical which had approximately 
1/2 wavelength of wire on the form. This article said the antenna had a low 
impedance so the project featured an L-network tuner to step 50 ohms down to 
the lower Z of the antenna. Why the matching network was needed I don't 
know... many mobile helical and homemade helical antenna don't seem to need 
the impedance stepdown, and if they do, why not make a simple broadband 
ferrite RF transformer with taps? 


The 1/2 wavelength of wire in some helical designs does not give you the 
performance of a 1/2 wave vertical, it's just that 1/2 wavelength and other 
lengths give an impedance close to 50 ohms. The antenna will perform like 
what it is, a short 1/4 wave vertical. The tradeoffs for short physical 
length are a little less efficiency and a narrower SWR bandwidth.... you're 


probably talking 15 Khz on 160 meters, 30 khz on 80 meters. 


In a basic experiment, I've tried winding a helical for a low band (40 or 80) 
and then feeding it with a simple L-network tuner (impedance stepup type) to 
get it to work on all higher bands. I don't think this worked too well, 
perhaps the helical winding was acting as an RF choke on some higher 
frequencies? Has anyone tried this? 


I've noticed that some helicals may have two resonant points, the fundamental 
and approximately a third harmonic. 


I've only briefly tried tapping a helical. This idea is very similar to the 
"Outbacker" antenna, a helical mobile whip with taps for Ham and (optional) 
marine bands. The user shorts the unused winding with a jumper and banana 
plug, fine tuning is done by a steel rod on the top of the antenna. 


For those building an 80 or 160 meter helical, it might be worthwhile to 
experiment with taps on the windings for low, mid and high portions of the 
lower bands. You probably won't need multiple taps for the higher bands. 


I've found that helicals, like all short verticals need a good RF ground. If 
you build a helical over one RF ground system and then move it to a different 
RF ground you may have to change the taps on the winding.

Any way, if 
I'm not off base you could use 2 200 ohm resistors wired in parallel to 
replace each 100 ohm resistor giving an effective resistance of 100 ohm and 
effective wattage of 2 or 4 watts (depending on actual wattage rating of the 
resistors). I don't know if this would have an effect on the reactance, but 
I doubt if it would.

This is the Phone weekend for the ARRL Sweepstakes. JI will be on running 
QRP. 


One thing that is important is to use the highest usable band, but 
another factor is the Novice/Tech+ ops out there. In the Phone weekend, 
28.300 - 28.500 is the ONLY chunk of spectrum that they can compete in. 
Not due to experience, desire, equipment availability, but due to their 
band limits. 


Even if the band seems flatter than flat, plop down on 28.4 MHz, +/_ QRM 
and call a CQ or 3. We can't give a convincing argument for upgrading 
if we shun and ignore these ops. I will be on 28.4 MHz on the top of 
the hour for whatever time I can get on the band(s), and if 10 opens up, 
you'll need a crowbar to pry me loose from the band.

Joe, 

Here is what I did for my buried feedline to my vertical. 

I used some 1" black plastic pipe/tubing which I found at the local 
Home Depo. plumbing department. It is sometimes used for low pressure 
water supply. I got a roll of 100ft for ~$10. 

Before burying the tubing, I unrolled it in my back yard and ran nylon 
twine through it. To do this, I used a steel nut tied to 121b test 
fishing line. By using a magnet from an old car speaker and simple 
physics, I was able to pull the nut and fishing line through the tube. 
I then used the fishing line to pull the nylon twine through the tube. 
Next, I buried it across the yard from the garage (location of the 
antenna) and into my basement for a run of ~75ft. I then used the nylon 
twine to pull the coax and control wires for my bandswitching network 
through the tubing. I left the twine long enough to still extend out 
of both ends of the tubing in case I want to add more lines later or 
replace one. 

I didn't worry about using special coax as this method protects it 

from contact with the soil. 

The only change I would make if I did this again would be to use larger 
tubing to allow more feedlines as I add antennas.

I put the ball of twine on a nail so it could 
spin freely. I then taped the hose from my shop vac to the opposite end of 
the pipe. I barely got the vac turned on before I heard the ping pong ball 
hit the hose. It worked great! I suppose a smaller ball would work as well 
in smaller pipe.
